Against Fog and Smoke* 


Movements are on foot in various 


quarters having for their object the 
abatement of the smoke and fog nui- 
sance. 
The London fogs which de- 


t'.ccnd upon the town nre bad enough, 
bnt are made almost unbearable to the 
healthiest and most robust people by 
smoke. Some extraordinary facts were 
elicited at the interview granted on Snn- 
day by the lord mayor to a deputation 
from South Wales which wanted to in- 
troduce anthracite coal for house pur- 
poses. It was shown that the coal was 
largely used in Paris, Berlin and other 
Continental and American cities which 
enjoy an atmosphere absolutely pure 
compared with London's. The deputa- 
tion held that anything tending to abate 
the fog nuisance should be given a fair 
trial. 


Sir John Puleston, who introduced the 


deputation, said that there were 700,000 
houses in London and 1,500,000 chim- 
neys. On a cold day about 40,000 tons 
of coal wore- consumed, emitting 480 
tons of sulphur. His argument was that 
anthracite coal was cleaner and cheaper 
if householders con Id only be made to 
understand it. The mayor thought the 
deputation made a clour case, not for 
trade purposes, but for the public wel- 
fare, and promised his earnest support. 
—London Cor. New York Herald. 


Hunting with Hloodhounds. 


In lieu of genuine hunting, which is 


temporarily tit a standstill, the novel 
idea of starting off a yonth on foot and 
sending two bloodhounds in pursuit of 
him half an hour later has commended 
itself to certain sportsmen residing in 
the neighborhood of the (juorn as a cap- 
ital way of killing time.

AMERICAN SHIPPING. 


The debate on the tariff in Congress is 


educating the people. 
While a part of 


what ia said is mere bnncomr, intended 
•nlj (or campaign thunder, dome facts are 
elicited which will set people to thinking 
•nd wondering why thing* are »o. 
B«fer- 


ring to the shipping industry Congressman 
MoMillao said: 


"We neither allow oar citizens to bny 


•hips abroad nor boild them at home. Snob 
•re our laws that if an American citizen 
whe cannot build A ship at hcins at a rate 
ibat enables him to compete with otheis in 
the carrying trade goes abroad with Amer- 
ican money, bays a ship, mans it with 
American seamen and officer*, hoists abore 
it the American flag, put a on it a cargo (or 
American couiamers, and steers into an 
American port, bis ship ia seized and he ia 
arrested and not permitted to clear from 
the ports of his own country with his ship 


"If tbe sam« citizen takes the same money, 


goes 
abroad and beys the same ebip, 


luaca it with Britluh subject!, hoisU over it 
tie British flag, loads it with the same 
cargo of coffee and casts anchor in an 
American port, his ship is protected ncd 
defended, and the American navy, if it 
need be, called oat to defend bia foreign 
flag and hia foreign ship. All that America 
requires b; her laws ia that if her citizen 
bays a ship abroad he shall hoist a foreign 
flng over it, give the right to a foreign 
Government to tide it against tbe United 
Slaus in time ot war under certain circum- 
stances, and he is secure iu his posaeinioo 
of his ship and the parsnit of his voca- 
tion." 


Americans who visit foreign countries 


say it is a rare thing to tee the star* and 
stripes floating from the masthead of a 
vessel in a foreign harbor. This creates 
snrprise and gives rise to speculation as to 
tbe cause. 
We have thousands of miles of 


sea coast on the Atlantic and tbe Golf of 
Mexico, as well as on (he Pacific. 
We ex- 


port 'more wheat, corn, cotton, bacon and 
betf than any country on the globe and oar 
imports are proportionately large, bat the 
carrying trade, the commerce of the conn- 
try, is in the hands of foreigners and the 
American flag ia almost driven from the 
bigh seas. This fact cannot be denied, yet 
our statesmen, or more correctly speaking, 
our potiticiana, not only tolerate but coun- 
tenance snob a condition of affairs. 
There 


ought not to be any partiaanism in this 
matter. Every person worthy tbe proud 
title of American citizen should take pride 
in having American ebi,a dot the ocean, 
and the American fl ix floating on every 
breez», 
If, with ore forests, our iron and 


ooal mines, and el Ued labor, we cannot 
build ships to compete with other nations 
in the ocean carrying trade, then in the 
name of oommou a.nse let us permit Amer- 
ican merchants to sail foreign bnilt ships 
tinder tbe stars and stripes.

THK WOOL I N D U S T R Y . 


A Census Bulletin on tbe wool industry, 


just Issued by Superintendent Porter in a 
comparative statement of the years 1880 
nnd 1890, gives the following facts concern- 
ing the industry in California. 
In 1880 


there were nine woolen manufacturing es- 
tablishments in the State and in 1890 t&ere 
xrere fifteen. Tbe valno of lands, buildings 
and maohiaery in 1880 was $1,875,073, and 
the assets in the same yttar were $1,120,- 
877. 
In 1880 there wer» 768 males and 


108 f«males over fifteen years of age em 
ployed. 
In 1890 there were 937 mM»g and 


418 females employed. The total amount 
paid in wages in 1880 was $334,318, and in 
1890 only $331,718. Tbe cost of material 
used in 1880 was $997,539; in 1890, it was 
$828,771. The total vnlus of the produot* 
of the iiine factories in 1880 was $1,634,- 
858, and in 1890, $1,428,023. 


For some causa though California is pro- 


tooted against the outside world by a high 
tariff, and ngainit tbe cheap labor of the 
Atlantic States by high freight rates on raw 
wool East and on woolen goods West, the 
woolen industry does not flourish in Cali- 
fornia. The finest blankets were made in 
Han Francisco, bat for tome reason they 
could not compete with those brought 
from the East and presumably made of 
wool prodnoed on the Pacific Coast. 


Shipping wool East to be manufactured 


and then shipped back, is like shipping 
wheat oat of the State and importing flour, 
bat for some reason it is the role, notwith- 
standing the complaint about high rates of 
transportation.

gold certificate* issued from July 1, 1877, 
to January 1, 1892, amounted to $569,- 
089,806, and the amount 
redeemed to 


$445,038,561. Tbe issna of silver cer- 
tificates from May 9, 1878, to January 1, 
1883, aggregated $680,708,000, the amount 
redeemed being $356,811,682. The paper 
money outstanding July 1, 1886, was $921,- 
431,194; tbe amount on January 1, 1892, 
wen $1,007,281,512. Generally speaking, 
the Acting Secretary say* that gold cer- 
tificates were redeemed principally in gold 
coin or bullion, while silver certificates, 
being usually presented in a mutilated 
condition, were redeemed by the issue of 
new silver certificates.

As the 
Government will rot accept any coins 
which bave lost mote than half of one p<r 
cent, all light weight coins are stamped 
with a big "L," and returned to the banks 
from which they were received.

Rib. 


Four or five months ago one of th 


hostlers employed at the stable o 
Charles D. Nichols, of Pawtucket, no 
ticod that one of the handsome pair o 
cream geldings acted a little lame. A 
superficial examination of the shoulde 
resulted in not finding any cause fo 
lameness. The next morning, when th 
animal was taken out to be curried 
there was a swelling back of the shoul 
der and a veterinary surgeon was con 
suited. It appeared to him like rbeu 
luatisin, and with instructions to see i 
it could not be sweated out he left, say 
ing be would call the next day. 
The 


sweating process did not meet the de- 
sired results, and a thorough examina- 
tion revealed tbe fact that the fifth ril 
was broken off very close to the back 
bone. 


The rib was set, and since tbat time 


the animal has done no work. The resul 
of this piece of bonesetting has been 
watched with no email amount of inter 
est by all veterinary surgeons hereabou 
who have become acquainted with the 
peculiar circumstances of the case. How 
the rib was broken is yet a mystery, am 
it probably will remain so. The resul 
of Ihe operation was successful, and in a 
short time the animal will again be al 
right.—Providence Journal.

Fishes Pumped from the It"^ 


Friday afternoon the powerful hy- 


draulic dredge of the wharf company was 
operating a sand pump by which a 
twelve inch stream of mud and water 
was forced from the bottom through n 
line of piping 800 feet in length and de- 
posited on the flats south of the levee. 


The pressure exerted by these pumps 


was so great tbat hundreds of fish, from 
the small mullet and croaker to the red- 
fish two feet in length, were sncked in, 
passed through the tubing and deposited 
In the shallow water at its outlet, where 
they were captured by dozens of boys 
equipped with dip nets and carried off 
in triumph.
